Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1, 4, 5, and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Mullaney (U.S. 5,881,391). Mullaney discloses the invention as claimed. Mullaney '391 
teaches a hat mountable flag device for removably positioning on a hat, the device comprising an 
elongated rod 136 having first and second ends, a flag 140 formed of rigid material mounted on 
the rod and extending outwardly away from the rod, and a fastener 160 is attached to the second 
end of the rod for removably attaching the rod to the hat (Figure 5). The fastener includes a u- 
shaped clip having a pair of legs 162,164 and a central section extending between the legs with 
the rod being attached to the legs such that a longitudinal axis of the rod extends through each of 
the legs.
